"Forty-five percent of the revenue 
derived from Agriculture in Canada 
comes from Ontario and Quebec," said 
Dean H. Barton, Professor of Agricul- 
ture of MacdOTiald College, speaking 
over station CKAC last night lir con- 
junction with the Provincial Radio 
Hour. He^ stressed tl;o peed for or- 
ganized markclJng by tho farmer in 
his address on "The Outlook for Ag- 
riculture Ja Centra! Canada:'' ^ 

Mixed farming is carried on more 
extensively, by the average farmer, 
than specializing in one particular 
branch, although the latter branch is 
practised \>y somo of the more -buc- 
cessful farmers. Dairy product leads 
in net value of sales aIthoiti.;i tho sale 
of poultry products aro increasing 
very rapidly. The farming industry 
fifty years ago was more self contain- 
<yi tiian it ;.s now. Half a century 
.ago the farmer and ills family grew 
a!! tlieir food produce and made their 
own clothes whereas today they buy 
all the necessities of life. 

Labor Cheaper 

I^abOr was also cheaper than at the 
i):ese-nl lime. As a result of these 
ciianges tho farmer requires more 
capital thari he did formerly. To oli- 
tain this necessary capital he finds 
the necessity of using more up-to- 
date methods and eriulpmcnt than 
formerjy. in order to make a success 
of farming now tin; faiiuer should 
specialize in the development of o/ie 
branch of tho Industry, Panning has 
10 advance with the limes but it is 
difficult to get the farmers to see this 
point. Production on liie farm jnual 
i not be aimless. When ilie farmer de- 
cides to »p6<.iallBe ill one particular 
l>raiich he must continue along it if 
he wishes to derive any i>rofIl8, and 
not change, l>ecause of the fluctation» 
in the market. 

'J'oday many fai-meis aro uniting 
forces for marketing ijurposcs. Tlic 
farmers In Oiilario . and Quebec are 
fortunate in being able to i^eil over 
sixty percent of their produce at lo- 
cal markets. 'J'hey lia.ve alao buc- 
ci'odod in creating a favorable 
foreign market. Jn tlio future far- 
mers will find it ,;ioco8sary to crcalo 
u definite marketing Kystem. Science 
and education will play an Impor- 
tant part in the fuluru success of the 
iii'iividual farmor. 

In conclusion Dean Barton prophe- 
sied a better future for the farmer' it 
he uçes methods in keeping wIUi Iho 
times and organizes his marlcetli)K.

Sir Uobcrt Falconer, princip-tl ot 
iha University ot Toronto, Dr. Salem 
Bland, and Sir Herbert Ames, finan- 
cial director ot tho T..caeue of Nations 
at Geneva, >yere amonj; tho prominent 
speakers yesterday. FoUowlng the 
opening of the session in tho morning,

Following the ceremonies of open- 
ing the Assembly, the delegates com- 
menced th« Tvork of tho session 'by 
amending the covenant to bring it 
into line with the peace pact signed 
recently at Paris. In addition, the 
permanent courts of international 
justlc« was re-organlzed. Amerlc.m 
delegates reported tlieir adherence lo 
the permanent court.

The Permanent JIandato Commis - 
fiion presented tlieir annual report, 
niudo .special reference to tho .lewish 
nnd Arab claims In regard tq the 
possession of Palestine. • Afiwh dis- 
cussion look p'ace afterwards, 'ind 
ab'e speeches attacking the report 
were delivered by the delegate from 
Hedjaz. 

Concluding the husinesH of the day, 
the committee on minorities tenderoJ 
tlie conclusions resultlng from their 
invosligalion of that topic, a prn'l- 
minary _ exp'aiiation of which wnS 
made by Sir Herbert Ames.

Story of Pl«n 

Martin, a young, newly-gradualed 
priest, comes horn'; after an absence 
ot five ycnr.i, to hl.s father Absolon, 
tho sp-rlliial giildo of a sma.'! luckcd- 
away-ln tho /corner town. JIo finds 
Ilia father married for lha second 
lime, to the yo'jng and hcaudfuHy 
fcductivo Anno Pcdcradotler. 

Tho curtain riae.i on the approhcn- 
slon nnd. conviction to burn ng at the 
stake ot ITorloIs-Marte, a witch, 
skilfully inlerprclod by I.«elta Mc- 
ivibbon. From tho ' very outset her 
conviction .ncems lo cist a spell on 
tho other characters, and they move 
about, caught in the Inexorable tale, 
superstition has mapped out for 
them. 

It devclopes, as the story unfolds, 
that Anne PcdersdoUer, p'ayed by 
Phoebe Xobbs, is tho daughter of a

Abso'on'.<î mother 
charges Anno with tho murder ot 
Abso'on. l.'iiablo to stand tho strain 
any longer, .\nnn confesses.

Brass Produces 
Martial Effect 

Woodwind Accentuates Con- 
trast in Tone, Explains 
Mr. H. Nor ris 



"Stringed instruments ara the 
foundation ot an orchestr.%. Tho 
woodwind accentuate the contrast in 
tone, and tho brass produce a bril- 
liant and martial effect," explained 
Mr. H. Xorris In his address to the 
H.V.C. Music Club in the common 
room Thursday afternoon. 

■'The violin takes tho predominant 
place among stringed instruments, 
and tho mastery of I. is very seldom 
attained," continued Mr. Norris. lie 
referred to .a, musician who, after 
tailing to obtain any reisults from a 
vlo\ln, turned to the viola, but. being 
unsuccessful at that, attempted the 
cello in its turn and finally in des- 
pair' resorted to conducting an or- 
chestra. 

Explained Violin 

The speaker denionstr.aie.l how to 
Uiiio a violin, and e.\plaine<l the 
structure ot the' bow. By means oi' 
placing the mute on the strings, the 
tunes were softened. One ot the most 
striUln.^: po.s.-ilbilitiea on the violin 
was tho accompUshmenc ot thî 
pizzicato. 

Tho viola was larger than the 
violin, and was tuned in the same 
w.iy. 't'lio tuiio was melancholy and 
much tliicker. Lionel Turtiss proved 
that tho viola could compete with the 
violin • In perfection ot performance 
when he accompanied Fritz Kreisler, 
added Mr. Xorris. '"I'aiinhau.ier" by 
Wagner was a perfect e.xamplo ot 
difticult. music written for tho violin. 

The cello had the same pitch ot 
strings as the viola, but being larger 
it souiidevl its notes lui oi'tavo lower. 
The bass was the only stringed in- 
strument .that did not sound its no:cs 
as written In tho stave; Ihoy were 
written tor^h6 bass clef. 

Tho harp roiisist-i of tG slrinçs and 
lias suvcn-foot pedaLs. ft 1.% u.wd 
especially tor arpoggio and cord 
work. Tlie tî.ich proludo Is an illu.s- 
tratlon ot this. 

Woodwind I nutrumonts 
Tho woodwind instruments, con- 
linuod Mr. Norris wore comprised ot 
Iho flute, tho oboo, the clarinet, the 
bassoon nnd tho piccolo. Tho bassoon 
W.IS used ill tlio opcira ".Mikado" to 
illiistr.ito tho chiu'klo of tho tliroo 
girls. Tho pii'ioUi i.s a litllo Cluto 
whiclt niado a hidcuos noise and Is 
played only when tho onliro orchoslra 
i-"! In operation.

And The Faculty Too 

MATTER in our correspondence 
columns gives us great cause to 
think and a great deal of which to be 
humble. 

When at first we made the appeal to 
the students on behalf of the Bulgarian 
Students we laid stress entirely upon the 
fact that it was a fund from studcnis to 
student*. Now wc receive the fact that it 
would appear that members of the facul- 
ty feel that they loo have .some part to 
play in the general spirit. Contributions 
have in a few cases been received from 
graduates who remember the work of the 
-European Student Relief, which was the 
forerunner of the International Studejit 
Sennce, which is now working on behalf of 
the Bulgarian Students. In- view of these 
circumstances we would in no way re- 
strict the contributors to students alone. 
We trust that the members of the tacultj' 
nvill respond in a manner as the students 
have, so that the spirit may be from uni- 
rersity people to university people. 

The other note which is struck is that 
Lhere is place for a' Tag Day to support the 
Fund. The conditions under Avhich this 
has been deferred were referred to yester- 
day. The point is well put when it is stat- 
ed that there are many students in the 
University who can give but a small 
amount. No matter how anonymous the 
'ists may be. there will always remain 
)ome who will be retentive for personal 
reasons. We feel that there are many who 
i\'ould willingly give of their small 
amounts if suitable way was made. Such 
a method as a Tag Day would provide that 
t\'ay. 

McGill is not alone in this appeal as 
we have previously intimated, neither is 
Canada the sole country. By exchange ser- 
vice we read that Boston University, 
Smith and 'X'assar have each pledged them- 
selves to subscribe $500 toward the appeal 
for the Bulgarian students. 

On Being Wrapped Up 

STUDENTS who become so wrapped in 
thought that they are oblivious of 
their surroundings, are seldom heard of 
nowadays. They either do not study long 
enough 'or intensely enough for that. At 
least one of our professors, however, be- 
comes so engrossed when he is lecturing, 
that he wrenches at the top of the stand on 
the desk, entirely unaware that he is doing 
it. / 

It was said of Nathaniel Hawthorne's 
sojourn atcoliege, that wliile he was occu- 
pied in study or in nni.sing.'^, he whittled 
away the arms of a rocking chair and con- 
sumed an entire table in that same manner 
during the same ])eriod. Hawthorne be- 
came 60 engrossed in his work that he was 
never aware of his destructive actions. 
Later in life, when lie was writing novels, 
one day he was said to have taken a piece 
of sewing from his wife's work basket, 
and to have clipped it into fragments, 
•without being aware of what he had done, 
McGill students have done their whitt- 
ling in the past as many can tell who re- 
member the classroom in the Old Arts 
Éuiîding, of which we printed a picture in 
the graduates Number. There the last 
few ^rowB, farthest away from the vigilant 
eye of. the professor, wouW rival any 
Egyptian obelisk in hieroglyphics and any 
.cubist sculpture in edges. The handiwork 
of that classroom was not Ijecause of be- 
ing wrapped up in thought but because of 
trying io forget. 

Present day McGill students have not 
for^;o1)ten the destructive works of their 
predecessors. The only difference is that 
instead of doing it singly they do it collect- 
iyely. And supplementary to .other ac 
compli8hincnt.s they liave become pickers 
up of unconsidered trifles. Wc do not 
know whether to say they do these things 
in a conscious or unconscious frame of 
mind for when an athletic team has scqred 
a notable achievement one becomes ko en- 
grossed and carried away by jubilaLipii 
that wirapped up are the only words to use.

I learned nuich nboul Itio Inlellce- 
tiisl and ciilUir.il llfi< of France, from such fi'lenda 
as M. Ccstre, the Professor of American InsUtii- 
tlons, and Wilfred Mono<l the leader ot Trench 
Protestantism. ...-î' ,1. 

Tn Paris I was In touch with aeveral of the 
Knih.\Eslcs .md liccntlons. At the llrltlsh Embas- 
sy we were Invited to a reception to meet the 
President of France. 

Prom Paris we went by way of BclRlnm and 
Germany to Por.nan where I had tiromlsed my Pol- 
IsW friends to aco their Xatlonal Exhibition. We 
stayed In Poznan tor a. few weeks niaklner several 
visits to Polish country homes. One ot the most 
Interesting ot these was a visit to the country es- 
tate ot Count CIcskowekt, the scholarly son of the 
Polish religious reformer of the same nànie, upon 
whose chief work I had previously written In' the 
'London Conlemor.iry Hevinw.' The Coimt R.nve us 
the entire French edition of his father's works. 

Having alrcatly spoken In 'the Euraipesn press 
about the significance for Poland, and indeed for 
a,ll Europe, of the First National Exhibition of the 
Xew Poland, 1 do not need to dwell upon it here. 
Suffice it to say th.it U showed Jiow Poland, in 
spite of the svirrice-tensions between ita unduly 
numerous political parties, Jias a.]ready been seri- 
ously at work of recent years. She has done 
things, and represents tilings, that entitle lier to 
be regarded as a. first-class i>ower in the European 
system. I am convinced also ot the stabilizing In- 
tluonce pf Polish thought and rulture in the pre- 
sorvation of our Graeco-Latin, Christlsn, civillia- 
tion against some of the tendencies that threaten 
to overturn it. But that is a large subject. 

In Por.nan it was my good fortune to meet, in 
groups and Individually, tho members of the vari- 
ous delegations that camo from outside Pola-nd to 
inspect' and report upon tho Exhibition. These 
came from America and Asia and South Africa as 
well as from all over Europe. AV« met Baron Togo 
for example (the son of the famous admiral) vrho 
represented Japan. I had many conversations, too, 
with friends from France, Gennany. Ciechoslo- 
v&kla a,nd from London. 

In connection with my lectures in the' Autumn 
at Warsaw tTniversity, I -was asked to give a'lec- 
ture'.on'Ganada for Armistice Day— ^in ' view ot the 
new autonomy and tho nower conditions. On the 
forenoon of the same day we were assigned a 
place in the Diplomatic Box just béhind Pli.sudski 
as he reviewed the troojvs ot the ■^^'ar^aw region. 
This was an impressive , sight- as there wet* .aero- 
planes circling overhead, just as close to the fa- 
mous "Great Square'' as was possible. And- there 
were tank and engineering, sections as well as vet- 
erans and womcn-ïolùicrs who had served against 
the Bolshevists in 1920. One must remember that 
Poland is still guarding Europe from Bolshevism 
on the thousand mile front against Russia. I know 
i^'hat I am taJkinr about here, for I yeiu taken to 
that frontier lii: 1927' in Volhnia, seeing, army «r- 
rangementa there, and Bolshevik! and so on. 

On the evening of the Armistice 13ay -we were 
invited to a recepUon given by the President ot 
Poland in the famous 'Zamek,' where Czars and 
Napoleon and German Generals have all been in 
their time. I had met > the President for the first 
time in 1921 in that same palace, iN-hen he dia- 
cussed the neceisslties and accomplishments ot 
Poland. Like President Masaryk of Czechoslovakia, 
Prcsi4ent Mosiscki of Pfflasd was a university pro- 
fessor before becoming the ruler of a state. We 
found that we had both been doing graduate work 
about the same time in Freiburg, Germany. 

I shall always >-emember being present at' the 
Polish Parliament during the memprable autumn 
opening. A corps of Pilsudski's officers were op 
guard in the lobby. I passed through some eighty 
or ninety of them In the company of the Deputy 
Minister. 1 think I understand the incident, it 
led to very interesting dovejopnients. Pilsudaki 
undoul>tedly stands for all that is pi-ogresslvo and 
truly Ktabilizing in Poland, And he knows thé 
soul of Poland. ].<:ke moat strong men he has 
enemies as well as friends. He ~is a remorlcable 
nian to meet and has had a marvellous career. /Te 
has I'cnsiiily been, end still is. one of the makers 
of Modern Poland. 

Warsaw I found again to be a truly fascinat- 
ing capita, and imm|j^^^^^r^^ It em 
bodies 80 mtich of European history. It ia cssen 
tial to the peace of Europe, and the world, that.it 

should remain in tho hands of Poland. 

■ / 

In the middle of November we left Warsaw 
tor Cracow, for tny lectures 'in the univcrsiiy there 
—that venerable seat of learning that gave Coper 
nlcuB to the world. While in Crax-ow I made a 
Bhort lecturing trip to Lwow (Lcmberg) the Inter- 
esting Galiolan city that has been for cenlurlaa such 
an important meeting place between the East and the 
West. I -ji-as much imprcssod by tho high charac- 
ter ot the academic work lione tlierc, and 1 had the 
advantage o'f getting into intimate touch 'wilh 
ProfosKor Klirlicli. one of the foromcst interna- 
tional thinkers ot Europe, a man who worked for 
years with 'Vlnogradoff at Oxford, and who knows 
England and America 'well. 

We stayed in Cracow longer than wc intended. 
We had many friends of wliom wo saw much, and 
we Ic.-vrncd new things about the internal prob 
lems of I'oland. It was more than interpa.ling to 
spend Christmas and tho Now Year season in that 
old centre of the life of Tlonaissance Poland, 

Vrom Cracow we camo lo Prague, C'zochoalo 
viiiila — into tlio hands of friends old and now. We 
arrived tlicro at. an liili;rcELins and important tImOc 
The Hague Hoparations Conference was opo, and 
all were waiting for tho return of Pr. Benes and 
tor his speech before Parliament. Thoro was tho 
interest of all in tho coming March Celebration of 
I'lie oifc'htietli birthday or President Jlasarylc. This 
is a world event tuv lie is in many BonacS fn.thor 
i)C t!io .Vow Europe. 'J'lirro will be ifisued then in 
Praguo a valume of Appreciations of tho Presi 
dent to wlilch many people from different coyn 
Ulea -will contribute. I ivas reaucsted tp contrl 
bule to It an appreciation of President Mnsaryk 
from the point of Jiia philosophy and fror.i thpt nt 
ijiy interviews witli him. ^'^le volu;ne ^111 bç J» 



sued at the same time in Germany by a dintin- ' 
Rulshed Itusslan professo^. , , 

AVe were tremendously lihpressed by tho phe- 
numenal gtowlh ot Prague, even during tho laal 
two or three year*. Tho C«echs are veritably n 
strung and brainy peopi», and tlioy ore destined lo 
exercise a more nnd mora Important Influence upon 
Europe as a Avhole. For what Csecho-Slovakia la 
today, lîurope, for lier salvation, must be tomor- 
row. 

While in Prague I s^ve several lectures In the 
Philosophical Faculty of the University and bcforo 
such bhdics as the Free School of Political Sci- 
ence. One ot the most memorable ot our experi- 
ences tn Prague was , to meet and talk, once more, 
with President' Masaryk at a brilliant evening re- 
ception In the Caetle. 

I found that ,ther« was great satisfaction In 
Chechoslovakia over some of the results ot tho re- 
cent Eastern noparallona Conference. .They felt 
that to begin, 'with, it had dissolved many ot tho 
remaining poltllcal. tinanclat mSxA eoonomlo ten- 
sions between France > and Germany, modifying 
thus the hitherto dangerous cleavage of Europe into 
an enemy and an silled camp. Then It had cleared 
nt» 'wonderfully In their oyea, ih« 'situation In 
Southeastern and Central Europe, especially somo 
fln.%nclal dlttlcultlea , that were preyentlns har- 
mony between^.thmmlyea and Hungary. It hoa 
put the European,' situation, 'they feel, on a firmer 
basis roveallng a spirit ot co-operation not only 
between the Allies and Germany, but between the 
Central European and-'Balkan States. Having done 
alt this the Hague Conference tliey claim has paved 
the iray, aa It were, towards the Pan-iJuropean 
movement. 

\ra are glad indeed to be Jiome again tn Mont- 
real and to reauma our vartotia Interests."

He concluded by comparing the sop- 
histicated girl to a motor car or a 
telephone In which every part had 
its proper part to play in a unified 
whole. 

Man Desire Nobility 
Edson opened his remarks claiming 
that lusn look for something noble 
in women. X sophisticated woman 
can never take the plnoe of an un- 
-sophlsticated one In the eyes of men. 
securing as he does the most well 
meaning attentions with euch an un- 
wholesome attitude of mind.. The 
unsophisticated knows and conse- 
quently reflects the beautiful in life.

In the Welfare Magazine, an Illi- 
nois State publication, Sugene Bert- 
ram Wlllard writes most entertain- 
ingly ot the relation of genius and 
insanity.
